The Tariff Commission and Its 
Forthcoming Report.

WASHINGTON, D. C., November 2 -The 
Tariff? Commissioners, who are beginning 
to gather here to resume their duties, made 
“urgent” by the approach of the session of Con- 
gress, are quite indignant at the intimation by 
certain journals that they have been playing all 
summer. They say the work of the Commission 
has been very earnest, vigorous and thorough, and 
that their report will astonish some people by Its 
length and breadth and comprehensiveness. What 
its recommendations will be the members refuse 
to state, but it is understood that the reductions, 
which in some cases will be quite large. will not 
average more than probably fifteen per cent 
of the present aggregate. The report has 
not yet been completed, and will not be ready 
much before the opening of the session, The 
Ways and Means Committee, which hoped to be 
able to frame a revenue bil) before the session be- 
gins, has about concluded it will be impossible te 
do so without knowing definitely the recoimmend- 
ations of the Commission, and will do little on the 
bil] anti) the report is brought in. 

The question of revenue, internal and external, 
seems likely to occupy a large share of the atten- 
tion of Congress at the coming session. Itis hard- 
ly probable the President ang Secretary Folger 
will yield to the suggestions of Congressman Kelly 
so far as to recommend an entire 


removal of the internal revenue tax.
